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John  Clough  was  paid  last  year  for  carrying  one  boy  to 
Waterboro  schools  $3.00  per  week,  this  year  he  did  it  for 
#2.50.  Edwin  Roberts  took  three  to  No.  3  school  for  $4.00 
per  week.  C.  F.  Warren  conveyed  the  Merrill  school  chil- 
dren in  summer  for  ten  weeks  for  $47.00.  L.  May  Evans  one 
for  $2.00  per  week,  later  2  for  $4.00.  These  were  the 
best  arrangements  we  could  make.  The  repairs  were  chiefly 
painting  Nos.  3  and  5.  The  high  school  account  you  will 
notice  'contains  one  old  bill  from  Waterboro  for  the  Welch 
girl.  It  will  be  seen  by  the  statistical  report  that  the  sum- 
mer term  of  No.  2  was  taught  by  Miss  Margaret  Rummery  of 
this  town  with  satisfactory  results.  As  she  declined  to  return 
tor  the  fall  term  Miss  Mildred  C.  Allen  of  Bridgton,  took 
charge  and  gave  excellent  satisfaction  until  compelled  on  ac- 
count of  her  health,  to  leave  at  the  end  of  the  seventh  week. 
W.  L  Post  was  employed  to  finish  the  fall  and  winter  terms, 
and  gave  good  satisfaction  although  it  was  his  first  experi 
ence  as  teacher. 

The  falling  off  in  attendance  at  No.  3  was  because  one 
family  moved  away,  and  near  the  close  of  the  fall  term  Mr. 
Roberts'  children  from  No.  6  were  displeased  with  the  disci- 
pline, and  were  allowed  to  stay  away  some,  and  all  of  the 
winter  term,  and  as  they  had  the  right  to  instruct  them  at 
home  I  didn't  interfere  with  their  plans. 

The  summer  term  at  No.  4  was  well  conducted  by  Miss 
Murphy,  and  good  results  were  apparent.  She  did  not  care 
to  take  the  fall  term  so  Miss  Merry  from  Wiscasset  was  em- 
ployed. This  was  her  first  experience,  and  I  was  well  satis- 
fied with  the  appearance  and  results  of  her  efforts. 

The  summer  term  of  No.  5  was  taught  by  Miss  Ethel  D 
Murry  of  Boothbay  Harbor,^who  had  taught  in  town  before 
with  the  best  of  results,  and  in  this  school  she  commenced 
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and  continued  in  her  usual  manner  until  the  latter  part  of  the 
term  when  she  appeared  to  lose  some  of  her  interest,  and  the 
scholars  quickly  followed  in  that  line,  and  she  closed  with  the 
tenth  week.  The  fall  and  winter  terms  were  conducted  by 
Miss  Alice  L.  Blair  from  Woolwich.  She  was  an  excellent 
disciplinarian,  and  I  was  well  satisfied  with  her  work.  The 
falling  off  in  attendance  at  the  winter  term  was,  on  account 
of  the  Merrill  family  moving  out  of  town. 

At  No.  7  Miss  Huff  from  North  Edgcomb  came  with  no 
previous  experience,  but  proved  to  be  a  good  disciplinarian, 
and  the  work  was  entirely  satisfactory  for  the  three  terms. 

At  No.  8  Miss  Hansen  took  the  school  as  her  first  expe- 
rience, and  was  successful  enough  to  give  me  pleasure  to  re- 
tain her  ior  the  entire  year. 

At  No.  9  Miss  Blanche  Huff  of  this  town  taught  the 
three  terms  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  superintendent 
and  all  interested. 

New  Emerson  and  Bender  Grammars  have  been  intro- 
duced, which  have  given  good  satisfaction  to  all  the  teachers. 
I  am  not  in  favor  of  furnishing  all  kinds  of  supplementary 
reading  for  our  schools,  it  is  enough  I  think,  to  furnish  the 
usual  text-books.  The  geographies  are  getting  rather  bad, 
some  new  ones  may  be  needed.

In  the  name  of  the  State  of  Maine  you  are  hereby  re 
quired  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  said  Town  of 
Lyman,  qualified  by  law  to  vote  in  town  affairs,  to  assemble 
at  Town  Hall  in  said  town  on  the  eighth  day  of  March,  1909, 
at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  on  the  following  articles, 
to  wit : 

First — To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said 
meeting.  • 

Second  —  To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Third  —  To  choose  the  Selectmen  three  Assessors,  three 
Overseers  of  the  Poor,  Treasurer,  Town  Agent,  Auditor^ 
Road  Commissioner,  Collector  of  Taxes,  Constable,  one  mem- 
ber of  the  Board  of  Health. 

Fourth  —  To  choose  all  other  necessary  town  officers. 
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Fifth  —  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  yes  or  no  upon  the 
adoption  of  the  provisions  of  chapter  112  of  the  Public  Laws 
of  Maine,  for  the  year  1907  relating  to  the  appropriation  of 
money  necessary  to  entitle  the  town  to  state  aid  for  highways 
for  the  year  1909. 

Sixth  —  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise,  appropriate  and  set 
apart,  for  the  permanent  improvement  of  the  State  road 
within  the  town,  such  sum  of  money  as  is  contemplated  and 
directed  by  Section  5  of  chapter  112  -of  the  Public  Laws  of 
Maine  for  the  year  1907,  being  the  sum  of  $64.50.

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In  assuming  charge  of  the  schools,  I  found  the  books  in 
as  good  condition  as  could  be  expected,  the  houses  in  good 
repair,  the  pupils  courteous  and  obedient,  all  of  which  indi- 
cated able  supervision  under  my  predecessor.  I  was  able  to 
secure  some  very  competent  teachers  to  place  in  our  schools 
by  advancing  the  pay  per  week  from  $J  oo  to  $J  50,  which  I 
think  was  a  step  in  the  right  direction. 

The  teachers  who  have  taught  in  our  town  before,  and 
always  successfully,  that  I  had  the  good  fortune  to  secure  for 
the  year  were,  Mary  E.  Thompson,  Blanche  W.  Huff,  and  L. 
Pitt  Warren,  they  all  being  progressive  and  up-to-date  teach- 
ers, did  first-class  work,  the  pupils  attending  schools  taught 
by  them  making  rapid  and  thorough  progress  which  was  very 
pleasing  to  me.  The  teachers  who  have  never  taught  in  our 
town  before,  but  have  made  a  success  of  teaching  are  as  fol- 
lows :  Mrs.  Margie  P.  Tibbetts,  Luella  M.  Bachelder,  and 
Olive  Davis. 

When  Florence  A.  Marble  was  taken  sick  after  teaching 
one  week,  and  had  to  give  up  school  No.  3,  I  was  very  fortu- 
nate in  securing  Mrs.  Margie  P.  Tibbetts  to  take  charge  of 
that  school,  and  although  a  stranger  on  our  teaching  force, 
she  is  an  experienced  teacher,  a  normal  graduate,  having 
taught  about  30  terms.  Her  school  was  a  success  in  every 
sense  of  the  word. 

Luella  M  Bachelder  of  Hallowell  is  a  teacher  for  whom 
I  predict  a  brilliant  future.  She  is  an  energetic,  conscienti- 
ous teacher,  a  good  disciplinarian,  a  well  educated  young  lady 
blessed  with  good  judgment,  and  I  consider  her  three  terms 
at  No.  8  very  succesrful. 

Olive  Davis  was  given  the  fall  term  at  No.  2  at  the  re- 
quest of  the  parents  who  have  pupils  that  attend  school.  This 
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school  is  composed  of  small  scholars  and  Miss  Davis  soon  won 
the  esteem  and  good  will  of  her  pupils  and  her  first  term  was 
all  that  could  be  desired  ;  but  at  the  winter  term  the  attend- 
ance dropped  off  considerably,  the  pupils  being  small  and  liv- 
ing at  quite  a  distance  from  the  school  house,  were  unable  to 
attend  very  regular. 

The  ear  and  eye  test  as  given  the  pupils  is  a  very  im- 
portant matter,  and  parents  or  guardians  that  receive  a  card 
should  give  the  matter  immediate  attention. 

The  text  books  in  use  in  our  schools  are  in  verv  good 
condition,  with  the  exception  of  our  geographies,  which  are  in 
bad  shape.    I  suggest  a  change  of  geographies. 

Instead  of  having  a  school  at  No.  4  we  thought  it  better 
to  convey  the  scholars  to  No.  8.  At  the  time  of  begining  the 
fall  term  there  were  eight  scholars  to  attend  No.  5,  so  I  began 
the  school,  but  before  the  close  of  the  first  week  four  of  the 
scholars  had  moved  away,  and  I  closed  the  school  and 
conveyed  the  scholars  to  No.  7. 

Now  in  closing  I  wish  to  make  a  request  of  the  parents 
of  scholars  in  this  town.  This  school  question  is  one  of 
the  foremast  questions  of  our  time,  and  let  us  give  it 
due  consideration.  My  request  for  the  fathers  to  consider 
is  this,  In  selecting  a  man  to  serve  on  the  school  board, 
let  us  consider  the  qualifications  of  the  candidate,  and 
vote  for  the  man  that  in  our  judgment  is  best  fitted 
to  serve  in  this  very  important  capacity,  for  you  must  remem- 
ber he  is  chosen  for  three  years.  My  request  for  the  moth, 
ers  to  consider  is  this,  that  you  visit  the  schools  as  often  as 
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convenient,  and  that  you  give  the  teacher  your  hearty  co- 
operation in  her  work,  and  notice  the  effect  on  the  school  in 
general  and  your  children  in  particular.

To  Clinton   F.   Warren,  Constable   in  the  Town  of 
Lyman  in  Said  County,  Greeting: 

In  the  name  of  the  State  of  Maine  you  are  hereby  re- 
quired to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  said  Town  of 
Lyman,  qualified  by  law  to  vote  in  town  affairs,  to  assemble  at 
Town  Hall  in  said  Town  on  the  fourteenth  day  of  March 
1910,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  on  the  following 
articles  to  wit  : 

First — To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said  meeting. 

Second — To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Third — To  choose  three  Selectmen,  three  Assessors,three 
Overseers  of  the  Poor,  Treasurer,  Town  Agent,  Auditor, 
Road  Commissioner,  Collector  of  Taxes,  Constable. 

Fourth — To  choose  all  other  necessary  town  officers. 

Fifth — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  yes  or  no  upon  the 
adoption  of  the  provisions  of  chapter  112  of  the  Public  Laws 
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of  Maine  for  the  year  1907  as  amended  by  chapter  69  of  the 
Public  Laws  of  1909  relating  to  the  appropriation  of  money 
necessary  to  entitle  the  Town  to  State  aid  for  highways  tor 
the  year  1910. 

Sixth — To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  in 
addition  to  the  amounts  regularly  raised  and  appropriated  for 
the  care  of  ways,  highways  and  bridges  the  sum  of  $400  being 
the  maximum  amount  which  the  town  is  allowed  to  raise  un- 
der the  provisions  of  Chapter  112  of  the  Public  Laws  of  Maine 
for  the  year  1907  as  amended  by  chapter  69  of  the  Public 
Laws  of  1909.

and  raise  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to  build  the  same. 

Eighth — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  exempt  Charles 
Chappell  from  taxation  by  petition  of  Charles  W.  Hill  and 
others. 

Ninth— To  see  if  the  Town  will  reimburse  Edwin 
Roberts  the  amount  which  he  paid,  or  any  part  thereof,  to 
the  said  Town  for  the  purchase  of  the  Frank  T.  M  mlton 
premises  in  August  1908.

Twentieth — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  cut  down  all 
trees  and  trim  off  all  overhanging  branches  of  trees  within 
the  limits  of  the  highway,  except  shade  trees  at  or  near  dwell- 
ing places,  infested  with  brown  tail  moths,  also  to  see  what 
sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  for  the  same,  and  how  said 
money  shall  be  expended.
